A. As co the firft Argument, the Querift ought 
to have given it up. The Paftors of the Charch 
have undoubted'y by Virrue of our Saviour’s 
Words abovemenrioned, the Power tran{imitted to 
them of binding and loofing, of retaining and 
remitting Sins, commonly called the Power of the 
Keys. This Point the Proteftants never difputed 
with the Church of Roms, and itis denyed by 
none but by the Eruftrans and Libertines. And 
as tothe Argument: fur Prayers for the Dead, ic 
is eafily refuted by deftroying the Foundation: 
upon which it is Builr, viz, the Doctrine of Pur- 
gatory. For the Ninteenth Article of the Trent 
Creed runs thus, Conflante tents Purgatorum effe, 
animsfque thi derenas fidelium Suffragi)s juvari. 
That is, I &edfaftly maintain that there is a Pare 
gatory, and thac the Sonls detained therein are 
he'ped by the Prayers of the Faichfal, If then 
there is no fuch P.ace as Purgatory, the Popi/h 
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Doétrine concerning the ufefulnefs of Praying for 
the Souls detained therein is utterly overthrown. 
Thefe two Dodtrines do indeed mutually prove 
or deftroy each other, and muft either ftand or 
fall rogother even accogding to their own Sup- 
pofirion. Bur the DeGteine of Purgatory we have 
already confuted in 6yf r Papers. We need 
only add as well concerning Purgatory as Prayers 
for the Dead, tbar fince the Scripture is filent 
concerning both of them, ‘us reafonable to reject
